As a boy of fourteen, in Dayton, 
Ohio, Henry Baker began his bus- 
iness experience by painting wheels 
in a wheel factory before they were 
shipped to the Studebaker Company 
for their wagons and buggies. With 
“another fellow” he decided to see 
the west and soon engaged in found- 
ry work near San Francisco—in the 
Bethlehem Ship Yards during World 
War I. During the earthquake’s 
tragic days he was connected with 
the Pacific Electric Foundry. 

Minnie Wehrman of San Fran- 
cisco became Mrs. Henry Baker in 
114, just ten years before they mov- 
ed to Menlo Park and bought the 
little home on Hoover Street where 
they are now living. Son Charles

Atherton’s permits for January 
showed a continuation of an up- 
ward surge of building, and totalled 
$189,750 in valuation. Eight new 
residences were included.

Complaints have been made by 
phone to the Recorder about the 
inconsistency of the P.G. and E. in 
keeping street lights burning in the 
mornings long after daylight at a 
time when their customers are re- 
quested to conserve power. 
| A call to the Redwood City office 
brought the following explanation 


from Dunkin Reynard, district 
I eaaniaber of that office, who says 
that in the thirty-five years he has 
keen with the company, this is the 
first time such a critical situation 
has arisen. 


“Brief «vy. Reynird’s explanation 
is as foli’s. Street lights are turn- 
ed on and off by solar clocks at the 
sub stations, regulated on a highly 
scientific basis, altering in the time- 
burning duration according to the 
seasons. The Railroad Commission 
rules demand a certain number of 
burning hours each day. 

As explained in the P. G. and E. 
advertisements, the drought and the 
incessant water pumping it caused, 
has been the reason for the dimin- 
ished power during certain hours of 
the day. Those hours, said Mr. Rey- 
nard, are from 4 to 8 p.m. at which 
time the lines carry their peak load. 
In the mornings, when the street 
lights are burning, there is always 
ample power. 


Incidentally, the P. G. and E. man- 
ager remarked that on dark morn- 
ings there were plenty of complaints 
about the lights being turned off too

The Worthy Traditions 


"There is no narrowing so deadly as the narrowing of a 
man’s horizon of spiritual things. No worse evil can befall him 
than in his course on earth to lose sight of Heaven. And it is 
not civilization that can prevent this; it is not civilization that 
can compensate for it. No widening of science, no possession 
of abstract truth, can indemnify for an enfeebled hold on the 
highest central truths of humanity. ‘What shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul?’ “’ 


Does it matter that these inspired words can not be attribu- 
ted to a single source? Not at all. But it does matter that they 
influenced Jane Lathrop Stanford when she built the Stanford 
Chapel as a memorial to her husband. It matters that she con- 
sidered them worthy to be carved in stone near the entrance 
door where, like the vibrant colors of the fadeless mosaics, they 
may remind oncoming generations of the lofty traditions of 
Stanford’s foundation. 


Was the new university of America’s west coast planned as 
an institution of learning? Naturally. As a field for advancing 
science? Most certainly. Do not learning and science make for 
civilization? Undoubtedly they do as the word is used in the 
above quotation. Used, and found wanting—since this civiliza- 
tion can not compensate for the narrowing of man’s spiritual 
horizons. 


A deep hush falls on the multitude when a man in a key 
position of a large association is taken by sudden death. In the 
pause of this brief silence the listening ear can hear the still- 
living pulse-beats of that institution’s inaugeration. The sym- 
pathetic heart can feel the earnest intention of its founders. 
The open mind can sense the persistence of their convictions 
and their courage. These, like words in stone, do not end with 
death. 


When the Stanfords picked David Starr Jordan to head a 
school for the western boys they longed to aid they knew the 
measure of their man—the caliber of this scholar who was a 
great scientist and a great educator. They knew the president 
they chose was more than these, that he was a great humani- 
tarian. One can not read ‘Days of a Man” and doubt David 
Starr Jordan’s honest passion for world peace. 


And Stanford’s first president had the wisdom to build a 
great university by picking outstanding men for its faculty— 
and then “turning them loose.” When the calibre of a man 
contains tall learning and high principles he is endorsed by 
nature with all necessary tools of the teaching trade. 


These priceless free and informal discussions between stu- 
dent and teacher must of necessity be lost to a degree when a 
school expands to enormous size, yet how fortunate was Stan- 
ford that the men who followed Jordan maintained the original 
intentions to a large degree. 


A little neighbor across the creek has no way of knowing 
who is to mould the coming policies of the big university when 
its vacant chair must be filled. But the neighbor can hope that 
who ever is responsible—be they trustees, alumni, faculty, or 
all three, will furthes shield Stanford's future ~~z the en- 
croaching cold form% sof ragim&atedteachi., wisinspired 
instruction, devoid of juy.

Last week two men, approaching 
eighty, who had much for the world 
in far-separated, vastly different 
spheres of action, died. They were 
Mcnandas Gandhi, murdered in New 
Delhi, and Orville Wright, whose 
spirit passed quietly in the oxygen 
tent of a modern hospital. Two more 
divergent personalities cannot be 
imagined, nor two that labored more 
courageously toward important goals. 
Both were mo- 
dest men. Wright 
helped to _ give 
that unpredicta- 
ble and_ fluid 


ate of being we 
call Civilization, 
one of its most 
_ powerful instru- 
ments, the air- 
. plane. It has in- 
Jcreased the tem- 
po of living im- 
measurably. Whe- 
ther it will prove more of a blessing 
than a curse, when one considers the 
atomic bomb, the next decade may 
demonstrate. But, because of Or- 
ville Wright and his long-dead 
brother, Wilbur, this day is incom- 
parably different from that one in 
1903, when the first heavier-than- 
air machine of transport overcame 
the limitations of specific gravity. 
Wright’s discoveries were positive, 
dynamic. They upset long cherished 
limitations and accepted-formulas 
and gave something very like a 
fourth dimension to our ways of life. 
They will live after him in a mount- 
ing and, perhaps, a terrifying cres- 
cendo of physical achievement. 
Monandas K. Gandhi accomplish- 
ed his tasks by reducing existence to 
the nadir of human simplicity and 
behavior to a creed of Peace-at- 
any-price. It was a new idea but an 
Oriental thesis, stretching back to 
the remotest founts of human eth- 
ics. Yet, by some strange means, 
which may have been no more than 
relentless, unswerving sincerity, he 
made it stand against the arms and 
artifices of intrenched, established 
Power. He freed India from the 
British, not by fighting but by 
teaching his countrymen to accept 
and ignore Political Might. It was 
his tragedy to see them, liberated 
from an alien captor, sink into the 
ceeper slavery of internecine hatred 
and strife. Beside this blow, the 
final and abominal attack of an as- 
sin, must have seemed a lesser 


It may be that, in forfeiting his 
life to violence and treachery, Gand- 
hi has accomplished what his earth- 
ly labors failed to gain—as Jesus 
did upon the Cross. His martyrdom

is, possibly, the closest counterpart 
to that of Caivary. He and The 
Savior preached a similar philoso- 
phy. Each had a fearless and a 
pitying indifference to personal at- 
tack. Christ, in the throes of Cru- 
cifixion, murmured ‘Father, forgive 
them. They know not what they do,” 
and Gandhi made the Hindu gesture 
of forgiveness and blessing toward 
his slayer as he died. 

One should not, pessimistically, 
conclude, because of added unrest 
following his death, that Gandhi's 
sacrifice has been in vain. It was 
inevitible that it should stir up vi- 
olent ferments. But that its lesson 
will sink deep into the Hindu cons- 
ciousness seems certain. It was many 
years before the little band that 
challenged torture, death and un- 
remitting persecution to bear on the 
torch of Christianity, did more than 
cheat extermination. Centuries 
elapsed before its impact as a way 
of life was recognized; before the 
iprecepts and example of a saint 
who met a criminal’s death remade 
the spiritual aspect of enlightened 
nations. 

Though his passing lacks the dra- 
ma of a Resurrection, Gandhi had 
a longer time to spread his doctrines 
and, a greater following. He has left 
a memory of faith in and devotion 
to his fellow men that will not fade, 
but spread, I think, and flourish in 
the flight of years. Gandhi is no 
longer the amusing, diapered little 
pacifist he seemed so long to cas- 
ual western vision. 


He has assumed eternal stature 
as a Prophet.
